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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the embedded 
hyperlinks on page 3, See MPEP § 608.01. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 8, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
(jjjTQQtQ^ j^on-statutory subject matter. 

■ Claims 8, 9 do not provide a concrete, useful and tangible result. The 

structure set forth (chip reader, input device and card dispenser) does not 
accomplish a concrete, useful and tangible result such as providing Internet 
access or delivery and display of an advertisement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

■ Claim 12, it is unclear what structure is positively set forth with the "ibutton" 
limitation. Applicant's disclosure provides no teaching about the structure of 
such a device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hanway (US6671726). Hanway teaches public Internet kiosk which can be used to 
access the Internet and deliver email [abstract]. Users insert a disk or flash card (taken 
as a chip) which includes their userlD. Users receive Internet access and the service(s) 
are charged to the user's account based on the userlD contained in the card [5:7-9]. 
Hanway also states that advertising can be used to defray the costs to the user [9:15- 
21]. Goldberg et al also teaches an Internet kiosk where users are granted Internet 
access/services in exchange for receiving concurrent advertising based on user 
demographic profiles during the information sessions. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill at the time of the invention to have collected demographic 
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information from the identified users of Hanway so that concurrent/streaming advertising 
can be provided to the user during the Internet information session, in order to defray 
normal Internet access charges. The targeting of the advertising to the identified users 
is taken to include matching the demographic data with the userlDs and correlating the 
profiles to particular ads. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time 
of the invention to have required users to update their demographic profiles so that 
advertising targeting is done more accurately for users who have recently gotten 
married, moved to another city, etc. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
at the time of the invention to have provided the mentioned chip card to the users 
through the mail or through a dispenser in the kiosk as is well known. Hanway teaches 
an eject disk function that returns the card to the user [8:34]. The inherent ad server 
which provides the targeted advertising is taken to represent the "advertiser" who 
receives the profile information. Regarding claim 9, as best understood, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time of the invention to have provided the 
chip as any size/form, so long as the readers and writers uniformly accepted the chip. 
Applicant provides no elements of criticality regarding the particular shape of the chip.
